Dear Bill; 


I thought you would like a copy of the text of the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty as approved by the UN General 
Assembly on June 12 in a 95-4 vote (with 21 abstentions). 
In his speech to the General Assembly, the President said 
he would move quickly to open the Treaty for signature 
and to seek its prompt ratification in accordance with 
the Constitution, 


I am enclosing copies of the Treaty, the President's 
speech, and the Resolution adopted by the General Assembly. 
As you know, the Treaty is designed to prevent the spread 
of nuclear weapons to additional countries. It would 
constitute an agreement by the nuclear signatories not to 
transfer nuclear weapons, and by non-nuclear signatories 
not to receive or manufacture them. 


In addition, I thought you should have a copy of a 
draft Security Council Resolution, together with the state- 
ment the U.S. Representative will make to explain the 
Resolution. We hope the Resolution will be adopted this 
week. The Resolution and the statement of explanation 
make clear that any threat or aggression involving nuclear 
weapons against any non-nuclear party to the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty would be brought before the Security 
Council immediately. The Resolution would not involve 
the United States in any new commitment. 
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I look forward to meeting with you to discuss the 
successful completion of the Non-Proliferation Treaty 


negotiations.

The States concluding this Treaty, hereinafter referred 
to as the "Parties to the Treaty",! 


Considering the devastation that wéuld be visited upon. 
all mankind by a nuclear war and the consequent need to make

Believing that the proliferation of nuclear weapons would

Desiring to further oe easing “of iterations: tension

Recalling that, in accordance with the Charter of the 
United Nations, States must refrain in their international 
relations from the threat or use of force against the 

territorial integrity or political independence of any. 
wiate, or in any other manner ‘inconsistent with the purposes 
of the United Nations, and that the establishment and main- 
tenance of international peace and security are to be promoted 


with the least diversion for armaments of the world! s human 
and economic resources, 


Have agreed as follows: 
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ARTICLE I ee ae 


.Each nuclear-weapon State Party to the Treaty undertakes 
not to transfer to any recipient whatsoever nuclear weapons or 
other nuclear explosive devices or ‘control over such weapons or 
explosive devices directly, or indirectly; and not in any way 
to assist, encourage, or induce any non~nuclear- -weapon State to 
manufacture or otherwise acquire nuclear weapons or other 
nuclear explosive devices, or control over such weapons or 
explosive devices. 


ARTICLE IT 


Each non-nuclear-weapon' State Party to the Treaty under- 
takes not to receive the transfer from any transferor whatso- .. - _— 
ever of nuclear weapons or other nuclear explosive devices or 
of control over such weapons or explosive devices directly, or-.:- 
‘indirectly; not to manufacture or otherwise acquire nuclear 
weapons or other nuclear explosive devices; and not to seek or:

ARTICLE III 


1. Each non-nuclear-weapon State Party to the Treaty. 
_undertakes.to accept safeguards, as set forth in an agreement 
‘to be negotiated and concluded with the International Atomic 

Energy Agency in accordance with the Statute of the International 
Atomic Energy: Agency and the Agency's safeguards system, for 
the exclusive purpose of verification of the fulfillment of its 
obligations assumed. under this Treaty with a view to preventing 
diversion of nuclear energy from peaceful uses to nuclear 
weapons or other nuclear explosive devices. Procedures for 

the safeguards required by this article shall be followed with 
respect to source or special fissionable material whether it 

is being produced, processed or used inany principal nuclear 
facility or is outside any such facility. The safeguards 
required by this article shall be applied on all source or 
special fissionable material in all peaceful nuclear activities 
within the territory of such State, under its pues OLGTTON, or 
carried out under its control! ‘anywhere.

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2. Each State Party to the Treaty undertakes not to 


-provide: (a) source or special fissionable material, or (b) 


equipment or material especially designed or prepared for the 
processing, use or production of special fissionable material,

the source or special fissionable material shall be subject to 
the safeguards required by this article. 


3. The safeguards required by this article shall be 


- implemented in a manner designed to comply with article IV of 


this Treaty, and to avoid hampering the economic or techno- 


logical development of the Parties or international cooperation 


in the field of peaceful nuclear activities, including the inter- 
national exchange of nuclear material and equipment for the pro- 
cessing, use or production of nuclear material for peaceful pur- 
poses in accordance with the provisions of this article and the 
pee of safeguarding set forth in the Preamble. of the areery: 


4. Non- ngetieniean ten States party. to the Treaty shall 
conclude agreements with the International Atomic Energy Agency 
to meet the requirements of this article either individually or 
together with other States in accordance with the Statute of the 
International Atomic Energy Agency. Negotiation of such agreements 
shall commence. within 180 days. from the original entry into force 


-of this Treaty. For States depositing their instruments of rati- 
' fication or accession after the 180-day period, negotiation of 


such agreements shall commence not later than the date of such 
deposit. Such agreements. shall.enter into force not later. than 


' eighteen months after the date of initiation of negotiations.

1. Nothing in this Treaty shall be interpreted as 
affecting: the inalienable right of all the Parties to the 
Treaty to develop research, production and use of nuclear 
energy for peaceful purposes without discrimination and in 
conformity with articles I and II of this Treaty. 


2. All the Parties to the Treaty undertake to facilitate, 
and have the right to participate in, the fullest possible 
exchange of equipment, materials and scientific and tech- 
nological information for the peaceful uses of nuclear energy. 
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Parties to the Treaty in a position 'to do so shall also 


_cooperate in contributing alone or together with other States 


or international organizations to the further development of 


‘the applications of nuclear energy for peaceful purposes, 


especially in the territories of non-nuclear-weapon States 
Party to the Treaty, with due consideration for the needs 
of the developing areas of. the world, 


ARTICLE v. 


Each Party to the Treaty undertakes: to take appropriate 
measures to ensure that, in accordance with this Treaty, under 


appropriate international observation and through appropriate 


international procedures, potential benefits from any peaceful 
applications of nuclear explosions will be made available to. 


_ non-nuclear-weapon States Party to the Treaty on a non- 


discriminatory basis and that the charge to such Parties for the 
explosive devices used will be.as low as possible and exclude 
any charge for research and development. Non-nuclear-weapon 
States Party to the Treaty shall be able to obtain such 


_benefits, pursuant to a special international agreement or 


agreements, through an appropriate international body with 
adequate representation of non-nuclear-weapon States. ‘Negotia~- 
tions on this subject shall commence as soon as possible after 
the Treaty enters into force. Non-nuclear-weapon States Party to 
‘the Treaty so desiring may also obtain such benefits pursuant 

to bilateral agreements. 3 : 


Each of the Parties to the Treaty undertakes to pursue 
negotiations in good faith on effective measures relating to 
cessation of the nuclear arms race at an early date and to 
nuclear disarmament, and on a treaty on general and complete 
disarmament under strict and effective international control. 


ARTICLE VII 


Nothing in this Treaty affects the right of any group 
of States to conclude regional treaties in order to assure 
the total absence of nuclear weapons in their respective 
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ARTICLE VIIL 


1. Any Party to the Treaty may propose amendments to 
this Treaty. The text of any proposed amendment shall be 
submitted to the Depositary Governments which shall circulate 
it to all Parties to the Treaty. Thereupon, if requested. to -- 
do so by one-third or more of the Parties to the Treaty, the 
Depositary Governments shall convene a conference, to which 
they shall invite all the Parties to the Treaty, to consider 
such an amendment. ; 


2. Any amendment to this Treaty must be approved by a 

‘majority of the votes of all the Parties to the Treaty, in- 

' eluding the votes of all nuclear-weapon States Party to the 
Treaty and all other Parties which, on the date the amendment 
is circulated, are members of the Board of Governors: of ‘the 
International Atomic Energy Agency. The amendment shall enter 

. into force for each Party that deposits its instrument of 
ratification of the amendment upon the deposit of such instruments 
of ratification by a'majority of} all the Parties, including 
‘the instruments of ratification of all‘ nuclear-weapon States 
Party to the Treaty and all other Parties which, on the date 
the amendment is circulated, are members of the Board of 
Governors of the International Atomic Energy Agency. There- 

. after, it shall enter into force for any other Party upon the 

deposit of its instrument of ratification of the amendment. 


3. Five years after the entry into force of this Treaty, 
a conference ‘of Parties to the Treaty shall be held in Geneva, 
Switzerland, in order to review the operation of this Treaty 
with a view to assuring that the purposes of the Preamble 
and the provisions of the Treaty are being realized. At 
intervals of five years thereafter, a majority of the Parties 
to the Treaty may obtain, by submitting a proposal to this 
effect to the Depositary Governments, the convening of. further 
conferences with the same objective of reviewing the opctarten 
of the Treaty. 


ARTICLE IX 


1. This Treaty shall be open to all States for signature. 
Any State which does not sign the Treaty before its entry into 
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force in accordance with paragraph 5 of this article may accede: 
hay it at any time. 


: 2, This Treaty: Shell be dekseee 4 to ratification ae 
signatory States. Instruments of ratification and instru- 
ments of accession shall be deposited with the Governments 
of the United States of America, the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland and the Union of Soviet Socialist

Governments. . 

3. This Treaty shall enter into force secae its ‘ratifi- 
cation by the States, the Governments of which are designated 
Depositaries of. the Treaty, and forty other States signatory to 

“this Treaty and the deposit of their instruments of ratification. 
For the purposes of this Treaty, a nuclear-weapon State is one 
which has manufactured and exploded a nuclear weapon or other 
nuclear explosive device prior to January 1, 1967. 


4, For States whose instruments of ratification or 
accession are deposited subsequent to the entry into force of 
‘this Treaty, it shall enter into force on the date of the 
-_- deposit of their instruments of ratification or accession, 


- 5, The Depositary Governments": ‘shall. obaapeey inform all - 
signatory “and acceding States of the date of each signature, 
the date of deposit of each instrument of ratification or of 
accession, the date of the entry into force of this Treaty, 
and the date ‘of receipt of: any nederere™ ‘for convening a 
conference or other notices, 


6. This Treaty shall be registered by the Depositary 
Governments pursuant to Article 102 SE the Charter of the 
United NastOne : 


ARTICLE X 


1. Each Party shall in exercising its national 
sovereignty have the right to withdraw from the Treaty if it 
decides that extraordinary events, related to the subject 
matter of this Treaty, have jeopardized the supreme interests 
of its country. It shall give notice of such withdrawal to 
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all other Parties to the Treaty and to the United Nations ~ 
Security Council three months in advance. Such notice shall 
include a statement of the extraordinary events it regards as

Four and a half years ago -~ shortly after the awesome 
responsibilityof leadership was thrust into my hands -- IT. -

the spread of nuclear weapons. : 


‘TI recalled the modest and mutual reductions in arms spending 


that had been achieved by ABE pathos States and the Soviet Union. 
And I said then, 


"Let us pray that the tide has ied <- xk further 
and more far-reaching agreements lie ahead -- and that 
‘future generations will mark 1964 as the year the world 
turned for all time away from the horrors FY war and 
‘constructed new bulwarks for peace." 
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Four and a half years of patient and painstaking negotia- 
tions at Geneva -~ and of further debate and refinement here in the 
United Nations -- were to follow. Now, at last, the work of many . 
governments has become one instrument of international peace and 
sanity. The hands of many peoples have written a testament to 
reason -- and: to the will of mankind to endure. 


The resolution that you have just approved commends to the 
governments of the world -~ for their speedy ratification -- the 
treaty for the non-proliferation of nuclear weapons. 


It is the most important international agreement in the 
field of disarmament since the nuclear age began. 


It goes far to prevent the spread of nuclear weapons. 


It commits the nuclear powers to redouble their efforts to 
end the nuclear arms race, and to achieve nuclear disarmament. 


It will insure equitable sharing of the peaceful uses of 
nuclear energy -- under effective safeguards -- for the benefit of 
all nations. 


On behalf of the government and the people of the United~ 
States, let me congratulate all who have contributed to this 
historic event. 


' But we should not linger long in mutual congratulation. 


The quest -- and the need -~ for disarmament is too urgent for that.

‘Many further steps are needed if this treaty is to fulfill 
its great purposes, and if we are to move beyond it toward the 
ultimate goal that we all seek, peace in the world.

_. Fourth, we shall continue our research and development into the 
use of nuclear explosions for peaceful purposes. We shall make 
available to the non-nuclear treaty parties -- without delay and 
under the treaty's provisions -- the benefits of such explosions. 


Finally -- in keeping with our obligations under the treaty -- 
we shall, as a major nuclear power, promptly and vigorously pursue

Noting with appreciation the desire of a large number 
of states to subscribe to the treaty on the non-proliferation 
of nuclear weapons, and thereby to undertake not to receive 
the transfer from any transferor whatsoever of nuclear weapons 
or other nuclear explosive devices or of control over such 
weapons or explosive devices directly, or indirectly; not to.

Taking into consideration the concern of certain of 
these states that, in conjunction with their adherence to the 
treaty on the non-proliferation of nuclear weapons, appropriate 
measures be undertaken to safeguard their security, 


Bearing in mind that any aggression accompanied by 
the use of nuclear weapons would endanger the peace and 
security of all states, 


1. Recognizes that aggression with nuclear weapons or 

the threat of such aggression against a non-nuclear-weapon 
state would create a situation in which the Security Council, 
and above all its nuclear-weapon state permanent members, 
would have to act immediately in accordance with their 
obligations under the United Nations Charter; 
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2. . Welcomes the intention expressed by certain states 

that they will provide or support immediate assistance, in 
accordance with the Charter, to any non-nuclear-weapon state 
party to the treaty on the non-proliferation of nuclear 
weapons that is a victim of an act or an object of a threat 
of aggression in which nuclear, weapons are used; 


3. Reaffirms in particular the inherent right, recognized 
under Article 51 of the Charter, of individual and collective 
self-defense if an armed attack occurs against amember of 

the United Nations, until the Security Council has ‘taken 
measures necessary to maintain international peace and 
security. 
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DRAFLE DECLARATION OF THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
(To be made in UN Security Council in 
explanation of US vote on Security Council Resolution) 


. The Government of the United States notes with appre- 
ciation the desire expressed by a large number of states to 
subscribe to the treaty on the non-proliferation of nuclear 
weapons, ‘ 


We welcome the willingness of these states to undertake 
not to receive the transfer from any transferor whatsoever 
of nuclear weapons or other nuclear explosive devices or of 
control over such weapons or explosive devices directly, or 
_ indirectly; not to manufacture or otherwise acquire nuclear 

weapons or other nuclear explosive devices; and not to seek 
or receive any assistance in the manufacture of nuclear 
weapons or other nuclear explosive devices. 


The United States also notes the concern of certain of 
these states that, in conjunction with their adherence to the 
treaty on the non-proliferation of nuclear weapons, appropriate 
measures be undertaken to safeguard their security. Any 
aggression accompanied by the use of nuclear weapons would 
endariget the peace and security of all states. 


Bearing these considerations in mind, the United States 
declares the following: 


Aggression with nuclear weapons, or the threat of such 
aggression, against a non-nuclear-weapon state would create 
a qualitatively new situation in which the nuclear-weapon 
states which are permanent members of the United Nations 
Security Council would have to act immediately through the 
Security Council to take the measures necessary to counter 
such aggression or to remove the threat of aggression in 
accordance with the United Nations Charter, which calls for 
taking “effective collective measures for the prevention and 
removal of threats to the peace, and for the suppression of 
“acts. of aggression or other breaches of the peace". Therefore, 
any State which commits aggression accompanied by the use of 
nuclear weapons or which threatens such aggression must be aware 
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that its actions are to be countered effectively by measures to be 
taken in accordance with the United Nations Charter to 
suppress the aggression or remove the. threat of aggression. 


‘The United States affirms its intention, as a permanent 
member of the United Nations Security Council, to seek immediate 
Security Council action to provide assistance, in accordance 


‘with the Charter, to any non-nuclear-weapon state party to 


the treaty on the non-proliferation of nuclear weapons that is 
a victim of an act of aggression or an object of a threat of 
BESREREEON in ey nuclear weapons are used. 


The United States reaffirms in particular the inherent 
right, recognized under Article 51 of the Charter, of individual 
and collective self-defense if an armed attack, including a 
nuclear attack, occurs against a member of the United Nations, 
until the Security Council has taken measures necessary to 
maintain international peace and security. 


The United States vote for the resolution before us and 
this statement of the way in which the United States intends 
to act in accordance with the Charter of the United Nations 
are based upon the fact that the resolution is supported by 
other permanent members of the Security Council who are nuclear- 


" weapon states and are also proposing to sign the treaty on the 
non-proliferation of nuclear weapons, and that these states 
have made similar statements as to the way in which they intend 


to act in accordance with the Charter. 
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
